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REMARKS 

Claim 10 has been amended to be dependent from Claim 9. Claims 12-16 and 27-28 
have been canceled. Support for the amendment to Claim 10 is presented in Claim 9 as 
previously presented. Thus, no new matter has added. Applicants respectfully request entry of 
the amendments and reconsideration of the present application in view of the amendments and 
following remarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 10 and 26 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being anticipated by 
Iwasaki et al. Claim 10, as amended herein, is dependent from Claim 9 and Claim 9 is not 
rejected on this ground. Therefore Claim 10, as well as Claim 26, which is dependent thereon, 
should not be rejected on this ground. Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 10 and 26 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being anticipated by 
Morimoto et al. With the amendment to Claim 10 to depend from Claim 9, this rejection is no 
longer applicable for the same reason discussed above. Applicants respectfully request 
withdrawal of the rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9, 1 1, ad 17-25 have been found to be allowable. The applicants acknowledge 
the allowance of the claims with appreciation.
